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CONSTITUTION 


OF THE — 


AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY. 


ARTICLE I. This Society shall be called the American Baptist Home Missiox 
Society. 


Articte Il. The great object of this Society shall be to promote the preaching of 
the Gospel in North America. | i 

ArticLe III. Any person may become a member of this Society by contributing 
annually to its funds: thirty dollars paid at one time shall constitute a member for life ; 
one hundred dollars paid at one time shall constitute a director for life; and any person 
on paying asum which, in addition to any previous contribution, shall amount to one 
hundred dollars, shall be a director for life; and any Baptist Church or Associa- 
tion, or State Convention, or Missionary Society, that contributes annually to the ob- 
jects of this Society, shall be entitled to be represented by one or more delegates in its 
annual meetings. 

Articte lV. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presidents, a 
Treasurer, an Auditor, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, and fifty 
Directors, who shall be annually appointed by the Society. | 

ArticLe V. The Officers and Life Directors shall appoint an Executive Commit- 
tee of thirteen persons, exclusive of the Treasurer, the Corresponding Secretary, the 
Recording Secretary and Auditor, residing in the city of New-York and its vicinity— 
the Treasurer, the Corresponding Secretary, Recording Secretary and Auditor, shall be 
members ex-officio of the Executive Committee, five of whom shall be a quorum at any 
meeting regularly convened. This Committee shall have power to appoint its own 
meetings, form its own rules of business, and fill Any vacancies which may occur during 
the year, and convene special meetings of the Board and of the Society; shall appoint 
missionaries, and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors; shall dis- 
pose of the funds for the objects of the Society, provided that all moneys contributed 
for any specific purpose shall be faithfully applied only to that particular object; shal! 
create such agency or agencies for the appointment of missionaries and for other pur 
poses as the interests of the Society may require; and shall make an annual report of 
their proceedings to the Society. All the Officers, Executive Committee, Agents and 
‘Missionaries of the Society, shall be members of some regular Baptist Church, in ge 
reral union with the body of that denomination. 


. Articte VI. The Treasurer shall give bonds to such amount as the Executive 
Committee shall think proper. | | 

Articte VII. Any Baptist Missionary Society may become auxiliary, by agreeing 
te pay into the treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus funds, and sending to 
ihe Corresponding Secretary a copy of its constitution and annual reports, mentioning 
the names of its missionaries, and the fields of their operations. . 

ART ICLE VIII. Every Auxiliary Society who shall agree to pay the whole of 118 
funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries, to labor in such 
field as it may designate, to an amount at least equal to that of its contributions; pro” 
vided such designation be made at the time of payment. 


ARTICLE 1X. The Officers of Auxiliary Societies shall be ex-fficio Directors of thi: 
Society, and their members shall be members of this Society. 


ARTICLE X. The annual meeting of the Society shall be held at such time ane 
piace as the Society shall determine at a previous annual meeting, or as the Executive 
ommittee shall determine. | 


Articte XI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made without an affirma 


tive vote of two-thirds of the members present at an annual meeting; nor, unless the 
same shall have been proposed at

ELEVENTH ANNIVERSARY. 


The Eleventh Anniversary of the American Baptist Home Mission 
Society, was held :n the Meeting House of the Peal-street Baptist 
Church in Albany, on Tuesday afternoon, April 25th, 1843. 

The President, Hon. Heman Lincoln, of Massachusetts, took the 
Chair at 3 o'clock. ‘The devotional exercises at the opening of the 
meeting consisted in the singing of a hymn, reading a portion of Scripture 
by Brother S. H. Cone, and solemn prayer by Brother J. H. Brouner, 
both of New-York ; after which the President briefly addressed the So- 
ciety relative to the important objects of the meeting. 

Ministering brethren present, not delegates to the Society, were In- 
vited to a seat, to aid in the deliberations of the body.

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ANNUAL REPORT. 


The return of another Anniversary of the Society renders it 
the duty of the Executive Committee to offer a Report of their 
last year’s transactions. We attempt the discharge of this duty 
with gratitude to the Author of all good for the innumerable 
mercies he has blended with our toils. Embarrassment and 
anxiety have attended our official labors, the common afflictions 
of life have fallen to our lot as individuals also, but our lives have 
been preserved, and the interesting occasion on which we are 
now convened is improved to record, to the praise of unmerited 
grace, that “ Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” 


DEATHSS. 


Though spared ourselves, it has been otherwise with some of 
our fellow laborers. Three of the Vice-Presidents of the So- 
ciety have finished their conrse—Rev. Hadley Proctor of Maine, 
Rev. Jeremiah Vardeman of Missouri, and Hon. James Vander- 
pool of New-Jersey. The first, in the primeof life, and in the 
midst of usefulness, departed to be with Christ, we trust, about 
the time of his last re-election to that office ; the others, in more 
advanced life, but occupying stations of usefulness which they 
were filling with profit to the cause of Christ. Rev. Hiram Gear 
of Ohio, a member for life, and formerly a Missionary of the So- 
ciety, has also joined the congregation of departed spirits. 

To these names we are under the necessity of adding that of 
Rev. Otis Briggs, an Agent of the Society. In this mysterious 
dispensation of Divine Providence, we have felt sorely bereaved. 
Having been engaged in his important station several years, we 
had learned his character and placed confidence in his judgment, 
integrity and piety ; and while suffering from a deficiency in our 
corps of agents, the universal prostration of business in the coun- 
try, and other causes, we relied much on his exertions to supply 
our exhausted treasury. In this we have been disappointed ; but 
it was the will of God, in which it is our desire to, acquiesce; and 
by whose solemn admonition in this and all similar cases, we 
hope to be personally benefited.

PRINTING OF MISSIONARY CORRESPONDENCE. 


The plan of publishing the correspondence of our missionaries — 
in the religious papers has been continued through the past year. 
Several Editors have generously given our articles an insertion 
regularly in their respective papers—others have obliged us oc- | 
casionally in the same way, but our T'reasurer’s Reports have 
been omitted in numerous instances. ‘I his has caused us much 
regret, as we have no other medium of acknowledging receipts 
from time to time. The scantiness of our resources has pre- 
vented our providing a remedy for this deficiency, but it is pos- 
sible that ere long we may command one without burthening 
the Society with its expense. 


AUXILIARY RELATIONS. 


The harmonious co-operation of our auxiliaries has been pre- — 
served without interruption, imparting stability and efficiency to 
the measures adopted for the spiritual culture of our widely ex- 
tended and extending field. | 

That in the State of New-York, with the kind intention of 
improving our financial ability, has resolved to furnish our Trea-— 
sury with 45 per cent. of all their receipts in the State for domes- 
lic missionary purposes. Several others have evinced a gener- 
ous sympathy with us, supplying us with an amount of means 
exceeding that of former years, which has been doubly accepta- 
ble, as some others have almost entirely failed to do any thing. _ 

The Convention of Vermont, which has heretofore acted as our 
auxiliary, desiring to limit its operations exclusively to the State, 
has withdrawn from that relation. 

Our auxiliary system is fast winning favor among those who 
have opportunity of testing its practical utility. It furnishes a 
bond of union in the denomination which, as it becomes better 
understood, will not fail to be appreciated. 

The number of State auxiliaries is now 20. ‘There are 9 also 
of a primary character. Only 5 State Conventions remain dis- 
connected with us as auxiliaries, and these, we hope, will soon 
unite with us in that relation for the general good. | 


DIRECTORS AND MEMBERS FOR LIFE. 


_ During the past year 9 names have been added to the list of 
life directors, and 60 to that of life members, making the total 
number of the former 148, and of the latter 696. Of those who 
were once enrolled as such, 43 have laid aside all earthly privi-— 
leges and distinctions. Their forms, once familiar to us when 
active in liberal works, now occupy a place where there is no 
work, nor device, nor knowledge, nor wisdom. They have ceased 
from their labors, and their works do follow them.

TRACTS FOR MISSIONARIES. 


Our missionaries have often mentioned their high estrmate of — 


religious tracts as additional means of instruction to the people, 
and their earnest desire to be supplied with them. That desire, 
we are happy to say, will be speedily gratified by the liberality of 
the American Baptist Publication and Sunday School Society, 
and the American ‘T'ract Society, the first having made us a free 
grant of 100,000 pages of tracts, the other of 5,0UU pages for each 
missionary ; all for gratuitous distribution. 

This act of Christian kindness we acknowledge as one which 
not only promises great good to souls, but also to bind together 
in stronger bands, societies whose prosperity is increased by mu- 


tual co-operation. 


LEGACIES. 


The Society continues to enjoy the kind remembrance of friends 
in their departing hours. A legacy of $100 has been paid the 
past year from the estate of the late Mrs. Margaret Martin of 
- Montgomery, Grange County, N. Y., and several hundred more 
are anticipated, as the residuum of the estate of the late Saxton 
and Amie Bailie, of Lebanon, Conn. Above $2,000 have been 
received, also, as the balance of a legacy in a previous year, by 
the late Nathaniel Tucker, Esq. of Massachusetts. 


INCORPORATION OF THE SOCIETY. 


The Committee are happy in being permitted to announce 
_ that an act of incorporation was granted to the Society, by the 
Legislature of the State of New-York, at its recent session. Its 
provisions are sufficiently liberal to secure to the Society all ne- 
cessary legal protection and privileges. It affords us pleasure 
also, on this occasion, to offer our grateful acknowledgements for 
the personal attention bestowed upon the business by Hon. 
George R. Davis, Speaker of the Assembly, Hon. Friend Humph- 
rey, a Vice-President of the Society, and Rev. Isaac Wescott ot 
Sullwater, N. Y. | 


AGENCIES. 


_ Knowing by experience the necessity of “Collecting Agents,” 
in carrying forward the great work of the Society, the Executive 
Committee endeavored, immediately after the last anniversary, to 
engage the services of an adequate number. In this they par- 
tially succeeded, and commenced the year with anticipations of 
_ Mcreased receipts into the Treasury. The scarcity of money in 
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circulation, however, rendered their efforts unavailing, and one 
after another became disheartened, and, with the consent of the 
‘Committee, retired from the field. ‘The discouragement caused 
by this state of things was increased by the unexpected decease 
of our late efficient agent, Rev. Otis Briggs, and by the fact 
that every effort to supply his. place by a suitably qualified per- 
son failed of success. ‘That department, therefore, has been oc- 
cupied chiefly by our esteemed General Agent, Elder John 
Peck, and he, though as successful as circumstances would ad- 
mit, has been bowed down with infirmity, and often, apparently, 
doing his last work on earth. | 

It is a pleasant relief to this sombre view of our condition, to

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


The condition of the treasury on the 15th April, 1842, as ex- 
hibited at the last anniversary, was as follows: Receipts for one 
year, including those of auxiliaries, $57,154 72. Exclusive of 
those of auxiliaries, $12,569 92. Liabilities, $10,298 28. Availa- 
ble resources, $3,963 24. Balance against the Society,$ 6,335 04. 

At that anniversary a resolution was passed, recommending 
SPECIAL EFFORTS among the churches to furnish, within the 

year, $25,000 for the operations of the Executive Committee. 
So far as we have learned, however, such efforts have been made 
in only a few churches. The consequence has been, not merely 
a failure of anticipated receipts, but serious embarrassments also 
in cancelling the liabilities created in view of that resolution. 

Being deprived of the ordinary agencies for replenishing the 
treasury, the Committee felt called upon to use such means as 
were in their power to accomplish that object. Among others 
employed, a circular was issued, appealing to the liberality of 
the denomination ; to which responses were made sufficient to 


meet the most pressing claims upon the treasury, though not to — 
admit of an extension of missionary operations. | 


By the treasurer’s report, it appears that, on the 15th instant, the total

Leaving a balance in favor of the society of ; . : ; ‘ 78 46 
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The liabilities are contracted monthly, and are generally ar- 
ranged for one year, liable to be cancelled in quarterly instal- 
ments. ‘The amount which will be due on the Ist of May, nearly 
all of which will be demanded within 30 days, is $2,000. | 

It is deemed proper in this place, to allude to the mercantile 
character sustained by the society. The great extent of ter- 
ritory assigned to it has rendered that character indispensa- 
ble for the regular payment of missionaries’ salaries. The 
promptness with which every liability has, thus far, been can- 
celled, has established it throughout the field. Its drafts are 
readily negotiated in business transactions, and their presentation 
to the treasury, through the banks, is a matter of daily occur- 
rence. The maintenance of this credit is essential to the success 
of our operations ; but it can only be maintained by the regu- 
lar replenishment of the treasury by the churches. We believe, 
therefore, that we shall be sustained in recommending the imme- 
diate adoption of systematic plans of co-operation by all such 
churches as have not already done so, and the persevering prose- 
cution of them by those which have. ? 


MISSIONARY OPERATIONS. 


At the last anniversary statements were made, showing that 
places of growing importance in the valley of the Mississippi, 
needing and asking our aid, were numerous, and required imme- 
diate attention. Justified by the action of the society in antici- 
pating the requisite means, the Committee ventured to commence 
an enlargement of their operations. They were speedily com- 
pelled to abandon the attempt, however, apprehending, for rea- 
sons already assigned, that it would prove unsuccessful, if not 
disastrous. ‘The disappointment of our early hope has been com- 
plete. It has required our utmost efforts to sustain the missiona- 
Ties appointed the first four or five months, and those who were 
in the field at the last anniversary. This, we are happy to say, 
has been done in every case except where the churches have be- 
come able to sustain them without our aid. And, although 
many new appointments have been declined, none have been de- 
nied a renewal of their commission whose applications were made 
conformably to the established regulations of the Committee. 

The States of North Carolina and Louisiana are, this year, ad- 
ded to the list of those occupied by our missionaries. The num- 
ber of missionaries in Mississippi, Tennessee and Wiskonsan 
Territory has been inereased, and an additional one aided to a 
station tn ‘Texas, while the total amount appropriated for that 
Republic has been diminished from that of last year. — 

__ Much of our missionary correspondence has been published in 
the religious papers, and the Missionary Table in the Appendix 
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of this Report presents condensed items of interest from the returns 
of individual missionaries, thereby rendering unnecessary at this 
time, any thing further than our usual 


SUMMARY OF MISSIONARY LABORS. 


The total number of agents and missionaries employed the 
past year is 93. Their labors were performed in 22 of the 
United States and Territories, in Canada and Texas. They 
have labored regularly at 304 stations, the population of which, 
exclusive of those occupied by itinerants, is, at the lowest esti- 
mate, 92,000 ; the number of communicants at those stations, re- 
ported when application was made for the appointment of the 
missionaries, was 5,191, and the average attendance at public 
worship, 15,600. "They have preached 10,533 sermons ; delivered 
1,338 public addresses; made 13,351 pastoral visits, and have 
been active in the use of all evangelical means for extending the 
kingdom of Christ. In the performance of their duties they have 
travelled 115,552 miles. The amount of ordinary ministerial 


labor performed by them is equal to that of one man for 63} 
years. 


The number of agents and missionaries reported by auxiliaries 
is 275. Their joint labors amount to 1524 years of one man. 
‘They have occupied not less than 458 stations ; preached 25,75 
sermons ; made 13,262 pastoral visits, and travelled 59,483 miles. 

Total number of agents and missionaries, 368 ; years’ labor 
performed, 2154; miles taavelled, 175,035. 


RESULTS OF MISSIONARY LABOR. 


_ Among the results of missionary labor performed last year, 
our missionaries report the baptism of 1,489 persons, which, with 
the additions by letter, have increased the number of communt- 
cants reported when the missionaries applied for their appoint- 
ments, more than one-third. They have organized 50 churches; 
ordained 23 ministers ; and personaliy obtained 3,101 signatures 
to the Temperance Pledge. Under their superintendence 5.570 
pupils have been instructed by 724 teachers, in 179 Sunday 
Schools and Bible Classes, furnished with 9,211 volumes in their 
libraries. At the stations occupied, 5 houses of worship have 
been completed ; the erection of 22 others has been conmenced ; 
7 churches have become sufficiently able to support their minis- 
ters without our aid; $7,007 have been paid for ministerial sup- 
port, and $1,901 for foreign missions and other benevolent pur-— 
poses. In these churches there are 54 young men preparing for 
the ministry, 


‘The missionaries of auxiliaries also report 3,431 baptisms ; 
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3,419 signatures to the Temperance Pledge ; and 6,172 scholars 
‘in Sunday Schools ‘and Bible Classes connected with their 
churches, which are supplied with 9,627 volumes in their libraries. 

Total, 4.920 baptisms, 6,520 temperance signatures, and 11,742 
Sunday School scholars. 


NECESSITY FOR INCREASED EFFORTS. 


The fact that no essential extension of our eperations took 
place during the year now closed, is a ‘sufficient reason for at- 
tempting much more than usual in the course of that upon whieh 
we are about to enter. | | : | 

The population of our country is constantly and wonderfully 
increasing ; the nation is young and vigorous, and all its ten- 
dencies are to expansion. ts moral agencies are not less active 
than others. Every where their power is seen and felt. The 
most obscure and distant hamlet, as well as the thronged metro- 
polis, experiences them, and their evil energies are increased by 
the rapid introduction from the old world of infidel philosophy, 
of irrelizious prejudices and habits, and an anti-Christian system 
of religion which endangers the spiritual interests of men, and 
would best flourish upon the ruins of the free institutions of our 
country. Scores of young churches, occupying the most promis- 
ing points in our frontier States, utter the cry for missionary aid 
while struggling for being amidst such influences, which, instead 
of this, should be made strong and capable of meeting them with 
vigorous resistance. : 

We should not overlook the fact that the missionary labor 
already performed, by its enlightening, purifying effects, causes. 
an increased demand for its agency in giving tone and character 
to society. While hundreds of local fields are entirely destitute 
of the gospel ministry, many of them depend on our sympathies 
for their supply. Several applicants from such quarters, who 
have suffered disappointment hitherto, en account of our ina- 
bility, still streteh forth their hands to us for aid, and we are con- — 
fident that they deserve it, and that the true policy of the de- 
nomination is te bestow it. | 

If these facts are allowed their just weight as arguments, the 
duty of the Soeiety to enlarge its operations, commensurately with 
immediate necessities, is very clear. | 

Our civil and religious liberties being founded on the gospel of 
Jesus Christ, its free and extensive promulgation is the great 
agency upon which we, asa nation, must rely for their preserva- 
tion. Our moral and religious character having originated from 
that pure and elevated source, depends essentially on its perpetual 
influence for a healthful growth and vivifying action. Besides, 
God’s purpose of bringing this fallen world into ‘subjection to 
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Jesns Christ willbe accomplished only through the instrumen- 
tality of his word. Its use, therefore, for our country’s benefit, | 
is demanded by our personal, our social, and our religions inter- 
ests. We rejoice in the success of the gospel every where; we 
labor to support it, but, adopting the language of a great and 

ood man,* we believe that, “ ‘I'he reasons which are assigned 
Ge sending the gospel abroad, are felt to acquire augmented force 
when applied to the wants of the perishing at home.” The suc- 
cess of its use is made sure by the immutable promise of Jeho- 
vah. ‘T’o neglect it would prove us recreant to our trust as pa- 
triots and as Christians. 3 | 

This, then, should be our unceasing work. It is expected of 

us by the friends of Christ in all the world. With deep and 
trembling anxiety they watch our movements and urge us on to 
diligence. Says an eminent Christian minister in England,t 
when addressing the American churches, and he speaks but the 
language of every other Christian there, “ The object of your zeal 
must be your own country—to supply her rapidly increasing 
population with able, faithful ministers. Your religious policy 
must be a home policy. Compared with the claims of your own 
land, the claims of the heathen are but secondary. If you cannot 
attend to both, you must attend to your own destitute people.” 
“On your land hang, in a great measure, the future interests of the 
globe. Hence the unspeakable importance of your churches 
concentrating, in a great measure, their religious efforts upon 
your country.” ‘This language, if not conceived in prophetic in- 
spiration, is, at least, the result of profound thought, of deep in- 
sight into the character and tendency of moral and political events | 
transpiring with rapid succession and ominous effects. It shows, 
also, a clear understanding of those elements of moral conflict 
whose agitation has already awakened serious attention among 
Christians and patriots, and caused, in the minds of some, alarm. 
ing apprehensions for the future. 

- But this work is expected of us by our divine Lord and Mas- 
ter also. It was a great object of our redemption from sin and 
death ; itis the great reason for the prolongation of our stay on 
earth. As Christians, our paramount business is to work in 
Christ’s vineyard, and the great implement of husbandry there, 
the implement which should always fill our hands, and unceas- 
ingly be driven into the hard-bound soil of worldliness, selfish- 
ness, and all moral evil, is Christ’s own glorious gospel. 
_ But we are not ignorant of the discernment of those to whom 
we address ourselves. The pleasant experience of past years en- 
courages us to repose confidence in the wisdom and zeal which 
have been often displayed by our brethren in our times of official

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trial and necessity, and we feel assured of their ability and readi- 

ness, now the necessity is repeated, to extend the helping hand, 
and go with us for our country, our God, and truth. On such a 
readiness depends the prosperity of the feeble churches now visi- 
ble only in the germ; the encouragement of thousands of God’s 
poor who are asking the bread of life at our hands, and the 
spiritual good of tens of thousands of our fellow men who are 
perishing in their sins. 


CONCLUSION. 


We only add, that, while working in the vineyard of Christ, 
he is honoring our churches with distinguishing instrumentality 
in accomplishing his own gracious purposes to men. ‘The won- 
derful revivals of religion prevalent among them, and the un- 
paralleled. accessions to our number of members, show his delight 
in blessing us, but at the same time indicate our increased obli- 
gation to go forward in the great work assigned us. The time 
allowed us for the performance of it is short. Each passing year 
produces names of departed fellow-laborers, as admonitions of 
our own approaching exit from the field. With many of us the 
day is far spent, and to all of us the night of death may be nigh. 
May it be our great aim, therefore, to do whatsoever of this work 
our hands find to do, with all our might, till the toils of earth are 
exchanged for the eternal rest of Heaven.

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APPENDIX. 


THE AUXILIARY SYSTEM. | 


The Constitution of the American Baptist Home Mission Society contains ample 
provisions for an auxiliary relation with others of a more local character. As with 
all similar societies, in the infaucy of their history, various modifications in the de- 
tails of their auxiliary operations have been found necessary ; but the experience of 
several years, aided by the counsels of brethren in different portions of the country, 
has enabled the Executive Committee to adapt those operations to the various cir- 
cumstances under which the auxiliaries are found to exist, and to offer a foundation for 
pleasant and efficient co-operation in Home Missions throughout the deamination. 
The following are the leading features of our auxiliary system : 


co NSTITUTIONAL PROVISIONS. 


“Articte 7. Any Baptist Missionary Society may become auxiliary, by agreeing 
to pay into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus funds, and sending 
to the Corresponding Secretary a copy of its constitution and annual reports, men- 
tioning the names of its missionaries, and the fields of their operations.” | 

Remarks.—This article applies to any State Convention, General Association, or 
other body having in view the management or superintendence of domestic missions, 
and, although it requires the surplus funds of the body applying, in order to become 
auxiliary, the destitution®f such funds dves not prevent the auxiliary relation. If an 
auxiliary expend all its funds for missionary purposes within its own limits, it is pre- 


sumed they are advantageously disposed of,—the work of missions is performed in — 


that field to the extent of the means appropriated, without the intervention of the 
general Society. But if, after appropriating what is thought proper by the auxiliary, 
for their own state or district, a balance remain in their treasury, it is expected that it 
will be sacredly transmitted to our treasury for general purposes, 


The requisition for the constitution, annual reports, and information of domestic 


operations, is, obviously, important and necessary. It will enable the parent society to 
understand the nature of the organization of its auxiliaries, and learn and report the 
whole amount of missionary labor performed by them. 

‘“ArticLe 8 Every auxiliary society who shall agree to pay the whole of its funds 
to this society, shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries, to labor in such field 
as it may designate, tu an amount at least equal to that of its contributions; provided. 
. such designation be made at the time of payment.”’ ; 

Remarks.—This article is specific inits object. [t contemplates an auxiliary which, 
for any reason, prefers to avail itself of the aid of the Society’s Executive Committee 
in promoting missionary interests. A variety of considerations may lead an auxiliary 
to such a preference. The Executive Committee having frequently before them nu- 
merous applications from ministers for appointment, might often better supply an 
auxiliary than the auxiliary could itself. Or the auxiliary may not possess sufficient 
funds to meet the necessities of their own state or district, and therefore, place the 
whole in the treasury of the Society, in order that an addition may be made to it: for 
the provision is, that it slall be entitled to an appropriation ‘at least equal to that of 
its contributions.” Or the auxiliary might regard it as of paramount importance for 
the Society to supply the destitution of the new settlements in the West, in the Bri- 
tish provinces, or Texas. This is the case with some auxiliaries in churches, and, 
might be with others of a more general nature. 
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“ ApricLe 9. The officers of auxiliary societies shall be ez- 
Society, and their members shall be members of this Society.” 
Comment upon this article is unnecessary.

FINANCIAL OPERATIONS. 


1. The Constitution of the Society contains three restrictions on the Executive Com- 
mittee in the disposal of funds. First, inthe 5th article, requiring ‘ that all mneys 
contributed for any specific purpose shall be faithfully applied only to that particular 
object.”’ Second, in the 8th article, which has already been mentioned ; and third, 
what is im plied in the 2darticle, to expend the funds “ to promote the preaching of the 
gospelAn North America.” With these restrictions the whole amount of the Society's 
ubject to the disposal of the Executive Committee, who, having the whole 

them, will always endeavor to distribute them as the necessities of the 
rent portions of that field demand. ka oh | 
2) Their rule of action is, to give no prospective pledges of general appropriations, 
as far as the means of the Society will allow, all requests from auxiliaries shall 
bé granted (having respect to a fair division of funds among the states, and providing 
for the contingencies in the 5thand 8th articles of the Constitution) for the aid of min- 
isters, churches, or destitute places.” 

3. In determining what is a fair division of funds, the ability of the auxiliary to 
supply its own destitution, and the advance of the missionary spirit among them, are 
taken into consideration. 

4. Forthe collection of funds the Society is dependent upon the voluntary contribu- 
tions of individuals, churches, and other bodies, either auxiliary or otherwise ; but its 
chief dependence is found to rest on its own Collecting Agents, who, in general, are 
efficient, not only in obtaining subscriptions, but also in. exciting activity in the auxilia- 
ries, and greatly aiding their agents when they employ them. 

5. Asa general rule, all agents appointed and paid by the Society, are required to 
deposit the funds collected in our Treasury, or that of the State Convention where the 
collections are made, at the direction of the Committee on Agenciesand Finance. But 
in all the latter cases, the amount so deposited is subject to the order of the Executive 
Committee, for the support of the Society’s missionaries in those states, to the amount 
appropriated for that purpose, and the surplus, if any, for general purposes. 

6. In this arrangement two objects are contemplated. First, to avoid the risk and 
exchanges frequently arising on the transmission of funds from distant States. And, 
secondly, to render the payment of salaries convenient to the missiOnaries. 

7. There are two classes of auxiliaries, viz: those which sustain domestic missions 


within their own borders. and aid the Society in addition by their surplus funds and 
extra contributions ; and those which, in conducting such missions, are aided by the 
Society. 


8. In general, the funds of auxiliaries of the first class are collected and paid into 
their treasury by their own agents, or primary societies, and the surplus transmitted 
to ours by their treasurer. But frequently our agents are encouraged to make extra 
collections within their boundaries; in which case the amount collected is paid directly 
into our treasury. 


_ 9. Allextra contributions, obtained in any way within the borders of such auxilia- 
ries willbe, if desired by the auxiliary, passed to the credit of the donor, through the 
auailiary. 


10. Extra efforts to obtain funds for general purposes are seldom made within the 
borders of auxiliaries of the second class; but when made, the same course can be 
taken in giving credit for funds obtained. 

i1. In certain cases, if an auxiliary having missionaries of their own to sustain, 
desire the aid of an agent of the Society in collecting funds in their state, an arrange- 
ment can be made so'as that from the funds collected, the whole or a part of the amount 
necessary for the purposes of that auxiliary shall be deposited in its treasury, and sub- 
ject to its order ; and the balance of collections transmitted to the general treasury - 
or, if the Society also have missionaries there, deposited in the treasury of the auxili- 
ary for the payment of those missionaries’ salaries. 

12. It is expected that all auxiliaries will direct their treasurersto receive deposits 
of funds from any source to the credit of the Society, and provide for their safe-keep- 
ing and prompt payment, to the order of the Executive. Committee of the Society. 
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CO-OPERATION OF AUXILIARIES. 


1. Itis expected that our auxiliaries will, as far as they are able, prosecute the ne- 
cessary domestic missionary operations within the territory they occupy _If, however, 
they are unable to extend those operations as far as their necessities demand, the So- 
ciety holds itself in readiness to aid them according to its ability,—having reference to 
the necessities of other auxiliaries, or portions of the country. In such cases it is 
expected that their Board of Managers will nominate or recommend all persons 
whom they desire us to appoint; stating or causing to be stated all the infermation re- 
quired under the following heads; and (unless special arrangements are made by the 
Executive Committee) select the fields of such as may be sent among them by the 
Committee, from other places; that they will direct and superintend the labors of all 
the Society’s Missionaries, so far as not tocontravene the instructions of the Executive 
Committee; and advise the Committee, annually, respecting the appointment or re- 
appointment, field, salary, &c. of all missionaries sustained by the Society in their ter- 
ritory previous tothe expiration of their appointment. They will alsogive prompt 
notice ef all ministers who would be useful as missionaries or agents, and are desirous 
of being employed as such, and all destitute places within their borders requiring 
attention; furnish an annual report of ail their proceedings, the amount and expense 
of missionary labor performed under their exclusive direction, the names of their mis- 
sionaries, fields of labor, and all such information as they possess to facilitate the designs 
of the Society. 

2. All missionaries appointed by the Executive Committee are expected to labor 
and report according te the instructions given them from time to time, directly to the 
Corresponding Secretary. Those appointed to labor within the boundaries of an aux- 
iliary will be placed under its direction and superintendence as before stated. They 
will also report to their Board uf Managers, and furnish them acopy of the reports 
made to the Corresponding Secretary of the parent society as often as they require. 


APPLICATIONS FOR AiD. 


INFORMATION REQUIRED. 


All applications for our aid should be accompanied with information on the following 
points :— 
FOR ONE CHURCH. 


The name of the Church to be supplied; the town, settlement or village, county . 
and State in which it is situated; the post-office address ef the correspondent; the 
estimated number of inhabitants in the village or settlement; the number of communi- 
cants in the Church; the average number of attendants of all classes and ages at 
public worship on Sundays; the name (in full) of the minister proposed ; his post-office 
address ; his age; the number of his family (if he have one) dependent on him for © 
support ; whether he is regularly ordained, or a licentiate; the date when it is desir- 
able his appointment should commence; the portion of time he is to devote to them ; 
the total amount of salary necessary for his support if wholly engaged in the minis- 
try; the portion of that salary which they will engage to pay for the given time; the 
portion which any auxiliary or other missionary body, propose to pay; the Jeast amount 
that will suffice from the Society for the same period ; whether there is another Bap- 
tist Church, and any of other denominations in the place; and any circumstances in 
their case to illustrate the necessity of their application. 


FOR TWO OR MORE CHURCHES. 


If the labors of the minister are to be divided between two or more churches, in 
formation as above, respecting each one is necessary. | 


FOR A VILLAGE OR SETTLEMENT. 


If the application is for the supply of a settlement or village, where there is no or- 
ganized Church, let the above information be given, substituting the name of the settle- 
ment or village for the Church, and stating the number of Baptist members known to 
be residing in it; or who, residing in the neighborhood, will probably unite in attend- 
ing public worship with them. .

Let the information, in all cases, be given. briefly and without comment; after which 
any other information or explanationthought necessary can be added. 


WHO SHOULD MAKE APPLICATION. 


We greatly prefer that the minister proposed should, én all cases, make the applica- 
tion. If that is inexpedient, we desire that the clerk of the church, officially, or a 
committee appointed for that purpose, should do it. | 

Where two or more churches are to share the services of the minister, and circum- 
stances prevent his making the application, a joint committee can, generally, best doit: 
but if this is not practicable, let the clerk or a committee of each church write. 


CONCURRENT CERTIFICATE. 


When the application is made by the minister, (which, we repeat, is most desirable) 
it should be accompanied, (on the same sheet if possible,) with aconcurrentcertificate _ 
of the church or churches to be supplied,—signed by the clerk, officially, or a com- 
mittee as befure mentioned,—in substance, thus, The church (or churches 
as the case may be) concur in the foregoing application to the Executive Committee 
of the American Baptist Home -Mission Society, to appoint (or re-appoint) —— 

as their missionary. 3 

If the minister is to supply a destitute settlement or village where thereis no church, 

such a certificate, of course, is not expected. 


OTHER APPLICATIONS FROM MINISTERS. 


If a minister in one State apply for an appointment to another State, having no 
particular church or settlement in view, but wishing to be directed by the Committee, 
it will be necessary for him to inform us of his place of residence ; post-office address ; 
age; number of his family (if he have once) dependant on him for support; whether he 
is ordained, or a licentiate ; the total amount of salary necessary perannum; the least 
portion of it that will suffice from the Society ; the period when he will be ready to 
engage in the duties of his appointment, or commence his journey to the field as- 
signed him, and any circumstances caleulated to aid the Committee in their delibe- 
rations. 


Such applications should also be accompanied with a recommendation as specified 
under the proper head. 


APPLICATIONS FOR A MINISTER AND AID. 


If an application is made not only for aid, but also for a minister to be sent, let all 
the afore-mentioned information be given except what relates to the minister; and 
substitute in brief and general terms such as will enable the Committee to judge of 


the qualifications necessary in a minister for the place, and accompany it with the requi- 
site recommendation. 


APPLICATIONS FOR ITINERANTS. 


If an application is made for an itinerant minister to labor in a new section of 
country, where there is no church for him to supply, the number of inhabitants, com- 
municants, average attendance at public worship in the entire field, and the sum to be 
raised by the churches may be omitted, and the names of the principal places to be 
supplied and their population, if known, substituted. If there is a church or churches 


in the field to supply any part of the time, the requisite information should be given, 
and, in either case, the recommendation will be expected. | 


RECOMMENDATIONS NECESSARY. 


—_ If the applicants reside within the boundaries of an auxiliary of this Society, it 
is indispensable that a recommendation should be obtained from their Board of Man- 
agers, or its Corresponding Secretary, officially, not merely of the minister, but of the 
entre arrangement proposed,*—and it is expected that such Board or Secretary will 


* The recommendation forthe proposed arrangement is, generally, far more important and useful 
than for the minister merely, as he is often well known by the Committee, especially if he have 
been previously appointed ; whereas they may often know but little of the propriety of the arrange- 
ment without the recommendation of the auxiliury Boards,” 
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candidly state any alterations in the proposed arrangement they thizk circumstances 
require. 

"8. If they reside within the bounds of a State Society, Convention or General 
Association not auxiliary, the recommendation of their Board of Managers, or its 
Secretary, officially, will be preferred ; but rf distance, or difficulty in convening the 
Board prevent, the recommendation of some person or persons known by some of the 
Executive Committee may be forwarded. 

3. Ifcircumstances admit of the recommendation being seasonably appended to the 
letter, it should be done before transmitting it, but ifnot, let the application be mailed 
to our Corresponding Secretary, and let the same writer address the person of whom 
the recommendation is-sought, giving a copy of the information and certificate trans- 
mitted, and requesting that the result be forwarded to us without delay. No ap- 
pointment or re-appointment is made without such recommendation. 


APPLICATIONS OR NOMINATIONS FROM AUXILIARIES 


If the application proceed directly from the Board of Managers of an auxiliary 
body, they will furnish all the information required under the appropriate heads above, 
except the concurrent certificate of the church or churches. It is taken for granted 


thet they are well advised of the wishes of those churches. ‘Their application also 


is, of course, sufficient recommendation. 
RE- APPOINTMENTS. 


As the appointments of the Executive Committee are made, in general, for twelve 
months, if a renewal is desired, a new application should be seasonably made, cor 
taining fresh information on every point named, except the ordination and age of the 
- minister, and stating any alterations from the previous arrangements. 

The whole should be written, if possible, on one sheet of paper, to prevent 
increased expense of postage; that item being already sufficient to support a mis- 
sionary. 


TAKE NOTICE. : 
Inall the above cases, if any thing required cannot be done, let the reason be given. 
REMARES. 


Many reasons might be given for making the foregoing requisitions. A few only 
will be stated. ‘The larger nuinber of applications come from great distances, the 
particular localities, and other circumstances of which, cannot be known by the Com- 
mittee; or they are from persons with whom the Committee have no acquaintance. 
Statistical information is essential to the formation of a proper opinion of the relative 
or comparative importance of places needing aid, and to ussist the Christian public to 
appreciate the operations of the Society. 
’ Again, the Committee wish to act understandingly. Their means ere limited, and 
derived, to a consideralile extent, from persons who make sacrifices to bestow them, 
therefore, they should possess all the evidence consistent, that their appropriations 
are prudently made. Besides, we have an auxiliary system, to which it is the interest 
of all parties to adhere— from which, therefore, the Committee especially, do not feel 
at liberty to depart. | 


ADVANTAGES OF THE SYSTEM 


In this plan are provisions for co-operation between the Society and its auxiliaries, 
of the most hberal character; calculated on one hand to enlarge the operations of the 
Society, and greatly promote the benevolent designs of its founders ; and on the other 
adapted to the condition and necessities of the various auxiliaries throughout the 
country. By constituting the boards of managers of the auxiliaries, advisory com- 
mittees, we insure to the churches at large a prudent disbursement of the funds com- 
mitted into our hands; ard to the auxiliaries themselves, provided the territory they 
attempt to superintend is not tov extensive, appointinents of the most efficient charac- 
ter attainable, and appropriations, when the treasury admits, commensurate with their 
necessities. In addition to which, it will be seen, that those auxiliaries which 
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cultivate their own domestic fieid, and contribute to the Society their surplus funds, 
may be aided to carry out their benevolent designs towards such as are niore 
dependent. 

nder such arrangements it will be further seen that the missionaries of the Society 
- virtually become the missionaries of the auxiliaries, and theirs the missionaries of the 
Society. It forms one common interest in Home Mission operations, concentrates 
the energies, ability and piety of the denomination, and forms a bond of union among 
us at once strong in its influences upon the benefactors, and simple and efficient in its 
operations on the beneficiaries. 


INVITATION. 


This occasion is improved to invite all the State Conventions, General Associations, 
and other domestic missionary bodies, not already thus related, to become auxiliary to 
the American Baptist Home Mission Society. | 

Several conventions and missionary societies, have co-operated with the Society, as 
auxiliaries, a number of years—some of them from its organization ; and they have 
nobly sustained it amidst all the vicissitudes which it has experienced. Although the 
entire benefits of their auxiliaryship cannot be estimated in this world, yet, in lookifig 
over the history of the Society, the prosperous conditionof many churches; the moral 
and social happiness of numberless settlements and villages, and the moral elevation 
attained even by States can be traced, to a considerable extent, to that source. 

There are several others, however, which have not entered into the auxiliary relation. 
Being engaged in enlarging Zion within their own territorial limits, they have either 
overlooked the subject altogether, or considered it not sufficiently important or expe- 
dient to require such a step. But if union is strength, and if the union of a portion 
of those bodies has been productive of so much benefit, might not much more be ex- 
pected were the whole combined in one great organization for mutual council and aid, 
concentrating at one point official information of the labors, contributions, and success 
of each, and from that point diffusing it again in a condensed form over the whole 
country? 

: The subject is submitted to the consideration of all such bodies, with the hope that 
at the earliest period practicable, they will enter into the proposed relation with us. 


FORM OF BECOMING AUXILIARY. 


Missionary bodies, disposed to become auxiliary, have only to add a clause to that 
effect in their constitution, immmediately following the appellation of the body. Or, 
to pass substantially the following resolution : 

esolved, That this become auxiliary to the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, ‘according to the seventh article of its Constitution.” A copy of 
which resolution, with the constitution and list of officers of the body passing it, 
should be gent to the Corresponding Secretary at New-York as soon as consistent.

_ The Secretaries of ull auxiliary bodies are respectfully requested to use the foregoing 
inthe meetings of the Board of Managers, and those of the auxiliaries with which they 
are respectively connected, in order that such arrangements may be made as are ne- 
cessary to carry out our plan of ce-operation. 


TO MISSIONARY BODIES.

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APPENDIX. 
NOTICE TO APPLICANTS FUR AID. 


Applications for missionary aid are frequently made to the Executive Committee, 
unaccompanied with the necessary information and recommendations, although the 
necessity for them has been very extensively published. The practice subjects the 
applicants to delay, and the Society to increased expense for postage. It is, there- 
fore, thought expedient to inform all applicants, whether ministers, churches, or 
others, that, without special reasons, the Executive Committee do not depart from the 
preceding rules ; and they earnestly hope that applicants will, hereafter, notice every 
requisition, and conform to them in their communications. 

As a general thing, a single sheet of paper is sufficient to contain all the writing 
necessary in an application, and when it is remembered that our letters usually come 
from distances where they are marked with the highest amount of postage, it will be 
seen that we are not unreasonable in requesting our correspondents to bear this point 
in mind. It is submitted to the judgment of correspondents, whether such applications 
should come to us post paid. 

(> The receipt of all applications for aid, made conformably with the foregoing 
rules, will be immediately acknowledged by mailing a copy of this Notice, or a letter 
if specially requisite, to the address of the applicant. The application will be sub- 
mitted to the Executive Committee at their earliest subsequent meeting ; and the suc- 
cess of it communicated to the applicant immediately afterwards. 

> A copy of this Notice folded in a Green Wrapper, will be forwarded to 
applicants who fail to give us the necessary information; they will please: observe 
wherein they were deficient, and send us another application, corrected by reference 
to the foregoing rules.: It will receive attention from the Executive Committee on 
the first meeting after its reception, and the applicant will be informed of the result.

WESTERN DESTITUTION. 
From Rev. Henry Topping of Delavan, Walworth Co., W.T'. 


‘Nearly half of the settled portion of the territory is entirely destitute of ministers 
of our denomination. We want eight or ten to come among us as soon as possible. 
Much can be done new that can not be done five or ten years hence. But ministers, 


to be useful here, should be such as are useful in New England and New York, as the 
emigrants are mostly from those States.”’ 


WABASH VALLEY. 


From Rev. William M. Pratt, Crawfordsville, Indiana. 


‘‘Over the destitution of this part of the State, I am compelled to weep, and, to 
aid in supplying it, I am killing myself with preaching. For nearly three months [ have 
not had more than five or six days rest, but have been constantly riding and preaching. 
Entreaties reach me from every quarter, ‘Brother Pratt, you must come to our neighbor- 
hood ; sinners are inquiring the way to Zion, and we must have your help.’ With such: 
demands upon my attention, I do not know which way to turn. O that I could induce 
some of our eastern ministers to visit this State, and go round with me over these rich: 
spiritual fields, waving with a golden harvest ready for the sickle, and inviting them to 
enter and reap! Iam confident they would thea understand how much more good 
they could dohere than there. Nothing in the ordinary course of events can prevent the 
Wabash Valley from becoming densely populated. It is even now rapidly filling up, 
and now is the time for ministers to work with the best possible effect. My brother, 
we musthave help. I repeat it, wz MUST HAVE HELP, and ought to have it soon.” 


From Rev. Stephen Kennedy, Palestine, Illinois. 


* My field of labor extends about eighty miles up and down the Wabash river, and 
is about twenty-five miles in breadth. In all this territory there are but two other 
preachers, (one only of whom is ordained) if I except six who are decidedly anti-mis- 
sionary in sentiment, and who all appear to be filled with envy and malice against every 
thing like benevolence. 

a ‘But we have reason to rejoice notwithstanding all our trials, for in the midst of ali 
the invective and abuse thus cast upon us, I find it impossible to supply one- fourth of 
the calls for preaching. 1am solicited on every hand to hold protracted meetings 
and preach in destitute settlements, and I see so much necessity for compliance, that I 
am compelled to neglect many other important duties. 

‘‘T am constrained to believe that if our brethren (especially those whose hearts are 
warmed with love for souls) in older places could only witness the destitution of our 
country they would ‘come over and help us,’ in this beautiful valley.” 


LOUISIANA. 


In the eastern part of this State there are twelve Baptist ministers, a part of whom — 


only are ordained, and so far as we have been able to ascertain, there are but about 
twenty-one in the whole State, including licentiates ! !

MICHIGAN. 
From Rev. T. Z. R. Jones, Grand Rapids, Michigan. 


‘‘Two of my stations are 3 miles from this village; two 7 miles; two 9 miles ; twe 
11 miles, and one 20 miles. After my return from the Convention next week, I intend 
to establish meetings in the town of Vergennes, 15 or 20 miles east, in a different 
direction from either of the other stations. In some of my stations they have been 
destitute of preaching for months, until I commenced, and in some places they have 
had but few sermons since the place was settled; consequently, irreligion, Sabbath- 
breaking, intemperance, and infidelity abound. Am 

“In onesettlement of fifteen families, there are but five persons who have ever made 
a profession of religion. In the town of Byron, south of Creek, I am told there 
ave thirty families scattered in the wilderness. 1 visited them a few weeks since, and 
have preached twice in one part of the settlement, which was the first time they hada 
sermon preached in eighteen months. 7 | 

‘In the town of Plainfield, where I have had fifty persons at an evening meeting, 
they had been destitute for months, and I cannot hear of but six professors. The des- 


titation of religious knowledge and influence is very great, yet they are generally emi 


grants from intelligent communities, and they treat your missionary with great re- 
spect, and in some instances with special kindness. But my labor is like entering sin- 
gle-handed, far from any neighbor, into the wide extended forest. Gladly would I 
hail an associate in this work. My heart bleeds at the destitution in my field of labor.” 


MISSOURI. 


From Rev. J. S. Smith, Monticello, Missouri. 


“I cannot obtain a sufficient support for my family from the churches here, so that } 
can devote myself tothe ministry; and though I spend all my time among the desti- 
tute around me, I cannot supply half the destitution. For 35 miles north-west, west, 
and south, and 20 miles east, there is a dense population, and no Baptist preaching 
except when a way-worn missionary gives them a call, and then it is almost impossible 
to get away from them. It pains my heart when I feel obliged to break away and 
hear their earnest requests to come aguin. I have stood alone in this field for four 
years, and have labored under all the disadvantages of a new country and a helpless 
family. My poverty has prevented me from owning a horse; and until lately I have 
been obliged to meet my appointments by walking from 15 to 40 miles, but it was to 
tell the story of Calvary, and point men to the Lamb of God—and I was willing. I 
thank my heavenly Father for relief in this respect at present. A dear old sister, who 
has gone to her rest, presented me a good horse before she died, and thus my labors are 
less fatiguing. The charge she gave me at the same time, ‘go preach the gospel,’ 
like that the Saviour gave before, gives tone and energy to every faculty of my soul. I 
am determined, therefore, as much as in me is, to preach the gospel as long as I live, 
and to as many of my fellow-men as I can reach.” 
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. SOUTH-WESTERN CITIES. 


From Rev. R. B. C. Howell, Nashville, Tennessee, 


‘‘Pardon me if Ionce more ask why such places as Memphis, Vicksburg, Natchez, 
Baton Rouge, and especially New Orleans, are still left without the attention to which: 
they are entitled? Do you reply that those cities are considered sickly, and therefore 
ministers will not go’ But, if it is so, is not the excuse itself an overwhelming 
reproach? What, do not merchants, doctors, lawyers, and other classes of men who 
are in pursuit alone of worldly gain, flock to them in crowds? And shall it ever be 
said that worldly men will risk more, and labor harder to make a few thousand dol- 
lars, than Christian ministers will to save as many souls! Can this be true? Shal! 
I believe itornot? Is religion worth so little? But, perhaps, you give me a different 
answer; you may tell me that living in those places is very expensive, and ycu can- 
not afford to support ministers there. On this I will offer two remarks. In the first 
place, I know, because I have mado the experiment, that living in the cities named, 
is not so expensive as has been supposed. A man who is disposed to be economical 
need not spend a dollar more there than would be required to support him in New- 
York. And in the second place, I ain fully convinced that if you will send the right 
sort of men, you need not be at a cent of charge beyond their travelling expenses to - 
the point of destination. The people can and will, instantly, take your missionaries 
off your hands, and, if their expectations and habits of economy are reasonable, 
sustain them amply. Let them be such men as would succeed in your northern cities, 
let them adopt thesame measures, preach the same kind of sermons, and use the same 
courtesy to the people as they would in those cities, and the results would electrify 
your Society and the nation. Iam a Southron, as you know, I have been in those 
places, and made such observations as I was capable of making, and J think I am not 
mistaken in my opinion.” |

The following extracts are from a valuable article furnished by Professor J. 
Stevens, Granville College, Ohio. 


‘The first movement towards combining the Baptists in any form of benevolent 


_ action, was the organization of the Cincinnati Baptist Missionary Society, in August, 


1824. Previous to this period one half of the Baptists in the State would have been 
opposed to any comprehensive scheme of benevolent effort, and much less than that pro- 
pertion could have been actively enlisted in any such scheme. ‘The operations of the so- 
ciety led the way to the organization of the Ohio Baptist Convention, in 1826. Tram- 
melled by the anti-mission spirit of many around them, and enervated bythe lack of faith 
and firmness, the operations of that body were slow and feeble for several years—a 
separation gradually taking place between the friends and opposers of missions, until — 
about the year 1835, when new life and vigor was imparted to them.”’ 


GAIN IN NUMBERS, 


Professor Stevens furnishes a table, showing the whole number of Baptists in the 


State at different periods ; the absolute annual increase, the annual increase per cent.. 


and the proportion opposed to missions. We can only give the tvtal number at dif- 
ferent periods, thus: In 1826, 7000; in 1832, 10493; in 1834, 13926; in 1836, 
14415; in 1837, 15410; in 1839, 18000; in 1840, 21579 ; in 1841, 29685. 

“T have supposed one half of the whole number in the State in 1826 to belong to 
the anti-mission class, to wit, 3,500; and have estimated that the number of the 
same class in 1831, was about the same, (3,500,) basing the estimate upon the num- 
ber that have since distinctly taken the anti-missionary ground. In the statistics that 
have been made out several times since 1831, the estimated number of the anti-mis- 
sion class has varied from 3,500 to 3,000, remaining about the same, absolutely con- 
sidered from year to year, while the missionary class have rapidly increased, the dif- 
ference now and ten years ago, being nearly as 34 to 1.” | 
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GAIN IN CHRISTIAN EFFORT, 

Including what the ehurches do for themselves as well as what they do for others. 

“ The number of pastors wholly or chiefly devoted to one church, supported without 
or with the aid of missionary funds, at different periods, I have no means of ascezx- 
taining with certain accuracy, but the following I believe to be very near the truth : 
in 1831, four ; in 1836, ten; in 1838, from fifteen to twenty; in 1841, fifty; and 
including several who divide their time between two or three churches, my list num- 
bers fifty-eight. Thusin ten years, the number of adequately supported pastors has 
been multiplied very nearly fifteen fold.” | 

Professor Stevens, in his communication, shows the amount of money raised and 
expended in Ohio by our churches connected with the Convention of that State each 
year. The whoie period since the organization of the-Convention in 1826, he divides 
into others of four vears each, aud shows the receipts for the first period, to be $1,212; 
for the second, $1,540; for the third, $2,863; and for the fourth, $7,500. To the 
above should be added the sums raised by various associations during the third and 
fourth periods, and not reported to the Convention, to the amount of $6,000. 

’ Previous to the organization of the Home Mission Society in 1832, the amount 
raised in five years, was $1,537. From that period to the present year the receipts 
are computed at 10,447. : 

Inthe annual report of the Foreign Mission Board for 1831, the only credit from 
Ohio is $10 50. It was from ‘‘a brother; the fruit of reading Mrs. Judson’s Me- 
moir.” ‘The amount raised for Foreign Missions and the Bible Society at the last an- 
niversary of the Convention was about $2,000. | 

The difference in contributions to spread the gospel among the heathen between this 
year and 1832, is as 200 to 1. : 


INFLUENCE OF THE BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY. 


‘‘ We are indebted to the Home Mission Society : 
1. For many of our ablest ministers, who have either been sent into.the State by 
your Society, or have come in consequence of the Home Mission movements.

3. For much of the increase in numbers and efficiency of many otherchurches. [In 
your first eight Reports I find forty-two places receiving the aid, and eleven district 
missionaries laboring under the appointment of your Society. Of the 58 places that 
now have supported pastors, 24 have been aided by your Society, 10 others by our 
Convention, and several of the other pastors have come into the State in consequence 
of the Home Mission movement. ] | | 

4. For much of the increased support given by the churches to the ministry, and for 
much of the effort made to provide good meeting houses. 

5. For much aid in sustaining our religious paper, by contributing to its columns, 
and extending its circulation. | ; 

6. For much aid in various wavs to the cause of ministerial education. Dr. Going, 
the originator of your Society, in his western tour preparatory to that event, was pres- 
ent and gave his counsel at the organization of the Ohio Baptist Education Society and 
laying the foundation of the Granville Institution ; and since the fall of 1237 the Insti- 
tution has had the benefit of his personal efforts as its President. 

_7. For much of the impulse to the vigorous course of action in which our Conven- 
Non is now engaged. 

Ina word, itis my opinion, that without the Home Mission effort our absolute gain 
would have been small; while relatively, to the whole population, and to other denomi- 
nations, we should have fallen far in: the rear. Your Society has given light and 
strength ; it has roused our churches to action ; it has been, in many instances, their 
life. May those who have hitherto sustained you, be encouraged to continue and en- 


ae their aid in accomplishing the mighty work before you in the vast region ot the 
est. 


THE TABLES TURNED. 


Rev. Joshua Currier, St. Omar, Ia., gives @ very encouraging account of the state 
Of religion at lis stations. Additions have been made to all the churches under 
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his care. One of those churches has been, till recently, under the influence of brethren 
who were opposed to all benevolent societies and active efforts for the spread of the 
gospel. They had, habitually, declined allowirg their own members, who were in 
favor of the benevolent operations of the day, the use of their meeting house for any 
benevolent purpose ; and had even gone so far as to exclude some of them for identi- 
fying themselves with these operations. During the recent revival, however, the ‘ta- 
bles have been turned ;’ the young converts, and some others, have become enlightened 
‘upon these points, and manifest a disposition to be active in the service of the Redeem- 
er. The first fruit of this pleasing change is a commendable exercise of that liberality 
which is necessary for the maintenance of the gospel among themselves. Brother C. 
says, ‘‘ though the times are hard, I think I shall receive a comfortable support from 
them without farther aid from the H. M. Society.” ) 
Who, that has contributed to Home Missions, can read the above without feeling 


impelled to thank God for permitting him to do so, and feeling encouraged to renew 
his efforts ? 


THE SCENE CHANGED. 


From Rev. Wm. A. Bronson, Marshall, Michigan. 


‘Our prospects are now highly encouraging. When contrasted with what they 
were one year ago, when I first began to labor here, I am ready to exclaim, ‘ What 
hath God wrought.’ Then we were, as a denomination, a weak and feeble body 
compared with other denominations—without inflaence—without a respectable place 
of worship; having no other than a small school-house in an obscure part of the town; 
our congregation rarely amounting to 40; with every influence against us except the 
Divine influence, which, 1 trust, has been in our favor. So dark and discouraging 
were the prospects looking onthe external state of things, that at times I was led to 
question the propriety of the appropriations of the Board to sustain the ministry here. 
But now the scene is changed. We have a convenient place of worship, having ob- 
tained a house formerly occupied by a church of another denomination, now extinct. 
Our congregation amounts to some hundreds of solemn and attentive hearers. The 
church is very much revived, and returning to the Lord from their wanderings ; sume 
of the unconverted are awakened; some inquiring what they shall do to be saved, and 
one, we trust, has just received the pardoning mercy of the Lord.

THE “NET” BREAKING IN MISSISSIPPI. 


From Rev. E. C. Eager, Grenada, Mississippi.

‘* The calls for help are so numerous and pressing that at times [ am almost distract- 
ed. Ihave now before me eigl.t or ten requests for my services; among them is one 
of the most urgent character, from friends in Memphis, Tenn., where, I have no doubt, 
strong church would soon be gathered by proper exertion; but, as in many other 
cases, I must turn a deaf ear to it. O! ‘Who is sufficient for these things!’ Do 
send us some efficient laborers, we really need them.” 


ANNUAL RECORD. 


UNEXPECTED AND ENCOURAGING LIBERALITY- 


One morning of last week, as we entered the office with dejected spirits on account 
of the financial prospects of the Society and the country, we encountered an old and 
true friend, who inquired concerning the state of our treasury. Having received our 
reply, he remarked that he supposed we were sharing the fate of other benevolent

A LOWELL GIRL. 


Much has been said by others of the industry, intelligence and energy of the ‘‘ Low- 
ell girls,” but we have the pleasure of saying a word in illustration of their Christian 
benevolence. 

A young lady employed in one of the factories of that flourishing place, who had 
succeeded in saving three hundred dollars of her earnings, sought an interview with her 
pastor, and expressed a desire to appropriate a portion of it for objects of Christian 
benevolence, and that he should undertake to transmit it to the appropriate treasuries. 
To his astonishment she handed him one hundred dollars for that purpose. He sug- 
gested that it was a large proportion of her means, but it was unavailing; she replied 
- it was in accordance with an intention she had formed before she had earned | 

ollar. 

We are happy to add that fifty of it was given to the Home Mission Society—a gra- 
tifying act in this time of its special need, and another example worthy of imitation. 

What could not our benevolent societies do if all who profess to leve the cause of 
Christ would appropriate for its promotion as large a share of their surplus earnings? 
And even then, who would not have reason to say:

pastors of churches as an example of active co-operation in missionary labors which, 
if generally imitated, would supply us with means of spreading the gospel without the 
expense of agencies.

package, and anything interesting in relation to the school. Address ‘‘ Dea. E. 
Lewis, Brooklyn, N. Y.”” We will pay the amount raised by the schools to Dea. Lewis 
if directed by the missionaries, and deduct it from their salary. |

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PRIMARY SOCIRTIES. 


The American Baptist Home Mission Society has several auxiliaries of a prima 
character in churches of different cities. We are desirous that the number should be 
greatly increased. We should rejoice to recognize one in every Church in the land. 
They are, usually, our most active, and, often, most efficient auxiliaries in supplying 
the treasury. Often has the inquiry been made by our female friends: ‘ What can | 
do to promote the interests of Christ on earth?’ The Divine Providence has replied 
by pointing, among other things, to this important labor, and we are happy to know 
that an increasing desire to occupy that interesting sphereexists extensively among them. 

We ventured, recently, to suggest that each church should solemnly resolve to 
supply our treasury, annually, with a sum atleast, equal to one cent a week for each 
member, and stated that the object could be accomplished by the direct action of the 
churches; by the formation of societies in them auxiliary to ours; or by the “cent a 
week plan.” | | 

If an auxiliary society is preferable, (as is generally the case, ) two or three persons, 
earnestly desirous of its organization, can generally accomplish the object. Let them 
draw up a simple Constitution and then obtain as many signatures to it as possible. 
Five, or three, (if no more can be obtained,) are sufficient for a beginning, especially 
if the object have the support of the pastor. With these commence, organize, send 
information of the fact to the Secretary of the parent Society, and proceed to increase- 
the number till the object is gained. The day of small things must not be despised. 
In some instances the contribution of a society of five members will be more than was 
ever given for Home Missions by the whole church. 


FORM OF A CONSTITUTION. 


The following form. of a Constitution we submit as being substantially all that is 
requisite for any Society: 

Ist. This Society shall be called the ——-——— Baptist Home Mission Society ; and 
shall be auxiliary to the American Baptist Home Mission Society. 

2d. The Society shall consist of such persons as contribute to its funds not less than 
one cent a week. 3 

3d. The business of the Society shall be conducted by a Board of Managers consist- 
ing of not less than three persons, to be chosen annually ; the first of whom shall be 

Chairman, the second Secretary, and the third Treasurer; they shall have power to 

fill vacancies in their number when they occur, and to do all things necessary to the 

execution of their trust, according to the provisions of this Constitution. - 

4th. It shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to endeavor to obtain the servi- 
ces of a sufficient number of female collectors to render the labor of collecting the con- 
tributions of the members easy; and to meet (monthly or quarterly, as may be most 
expedient)—for the reception of funds and reports from the collectors. The collectors 
are expected to gather the contributions from members assigned them, and pay Over the 
amount to the treasurer, at the stated meetings of the Board, and obtain new subscri- 
bers, as they have opportunity. : 

_ Sth. There shall be an annual meeting of the Society held on the — day of ——, at 
which time the Board shall make a report of their proceedings, including the reports 
of the collectors, with a list of theirrespective contributions and the amount collected ; 
and the Board of Managers for the ensuing year shall also be elected. 

Gth. The Treasurer shall make remittances of the funds received, to the treasurer of 
the Parent Society, quarterly or semi-annually, dating from the month of April. 

7th. This Constitution may be altered, at any annual meeting of the Society, by 4 
majority of the members present. 

For every $30 paid into our treasury, whether from a church, society, or individual, 

a member for life can be conatituted; and fur $100 a director for life. Any church or 
society paying $100 or upwards, annually, can have the privilege of designating 1t for 
the support of some particular missionary, who will be required to make stated reports 
to them in return, ; 

__ And now, Christian friends, especially Christian sisters, we submit the whole subject 
to your consideration. If you think of it, pray over it, and act with Christian feeling 
and zeal,—especially if yeu give for this object from week to week only as God may 
have prospered you,—we have no fears for the result. ‘We shall never again be 
obliged to refuse support to a poor but deserving missionary; never decline aiding 4 
young and feeble church in the wilderness; never weep again because we have not the 
bread of life to give the famishing applicant; but you will supply the destitute of our 


land, and make multitudes of hearts to dance for joy. 
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APPENDIX. 
ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


An Act to incorporate the American Baptist Home Mission Society. Passed 
April 12th, 1843, by a two-thirds vote. , 


The People of the State of New-York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
follows: 

1. All such persons as now are, or may hereafter become members of the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, formed in the city of New-York, inthe year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and thirty-two, shall be, and hereby are constituted a body corpo- 
rate, by the name of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, for the purpose of 
promoting the preaching of the gospel in North America. 

9. The net income of said Seciecty arising from their real estate shall not exceed 
the sum of ten thousand dollars annually. | 

3. This Corporation shall possess the general powers and be subject to the provis- 
‘jons contained in title third of chapter eighteenth of the first part of the Revised Stat- 
utes, so far as the same are applicable, and have not been repealed. 

4. This Act shall take effect immediately. 

_ 5. The Legislature may at any time modify or repeal this Act.
